There has for rn lay years been a pro­ 
hibitory law od the ttatutfc books of New 
Hampshire, but all that it has accom­ 
plished has been to make it uncomfort­ 
able for liquor-sollers in certain towns 
where the prohibition sentiment was ex­ 
ceedingly stroug. Vermont has a similar 
law, which has been better enforced,and 
as a consequence that part of the Granite 
State lying aioDg the Connecticut has 
driven a nourishing business selling ram 
to its neighbors across the river. 
The 
prohibitionists, thinking that there woald 
be more virtue to a constitutional provi- j 
Bion than a statute—that the form er; 
would be seif-entiromg, while the latter j 
plainly was not—began an 
agitation 
which led to the submission of the 
amendment Tties lay.

which it was defeated was not large, but 
it was decisive. O-ie unsatisfactory con­ 
dition of things as regards prohibition 
is that there is not in a state like New 
Hampshire, a moral sentiment strong 
enough to enforce such a constitutional 
law. Maine Las had nearly a score of 
amendments to her prohibitory law, and 
still prohibition docs not prohibit in that 
state. 
Of coorse the law is an improve­ 
ment up rn the ordinary license system, 
but it is not es effective as it should be.

cote, the prohibitory law works much 
better, and it is doing some splendid 
work in Iowa.

P ittsburg, Pa., March 15.—A battery 
of boilers at the West Point Boller Work! 
of, R. Monroe & Sons, on the corner of 
Twenty-third and Smallman streets, ex­ 
ploded shortly after 12 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, completely wrecking the plant, 
and burying a number of men in the rains. 
Four have been taken out dead And three 
badly Injured and there are still a number 
in the rains. 
A dozen others were quite 
seriously injured, some of them, it is 
thought, fatally. 
Tho names of the dead 
already removed from the wreck are: 
August Lindrbaugfi, engineer, frightfully 
mutilated; Single; resided on Howard street. 
Allegheny. 
Charles A llen backs, laborer; head and 
body boiled. 
Daniel Clark, boiler maker, mangled and 
scalded. 
J ohn R emheimer, boiler 
maker; 
badly 
scalded. 
The most seriously injured are: 
J ohn Forest, a helper, aged 36 years. 
H arvey Barr, a helper, aged 26 years.

Martin Conners and one olher were taken 
from the ruins alive. 
Conners, however, 
it is thought, will die. 
The explosion occurred just after the 
noon whistle had sounded, and many of the 
workmen had left the work to get their 
dinners. 
The concussion shook the build­ 
ings for several squares. 
The building was a large one-story brick 
structure and was formerly occupied by 
William Smith & Sons, pipe manufac­ 
turers. 
The plant was a valuable one, and 
will prove a complete loss, but it is safe to 
say that it will reach $20,000. 
The con- 
cusion shattered windows and damaged 
houses for three blocks, and it is a miracle 
that more people were not killed or in­ 
jured. 
At 2 o’clock the body of James Carton, 
a helper, aged about 22 years and un­ 
married, was taken out, making Avo dead 
removed from the ru\ps.

Th® Pollers were inspected six months 
ago and were thought to be in first-class 
condition. 
The real cause of the explosion 
will probably never be known, as the en­ 
gineer was killed outright and no one else 
has been found who was in the engine room 
at the time the disaster took place.

Three C om panies O wning Seven Mill® 
to Cornbin®. 
Chicago, March 15.—If negotiations 
now pending do not fail the three great 
steel companies of Chicago—the North Chi­ 
cago, the Union and the Joliet—will be 
merged into a single corporation, which 
will have a working capital of at least 
$20,000,000. 
A movement 
has 
been 
on foot among the officers and largo 
shareholders of tho 
three 
companies 
to effect the combination, and many of 
the preliminary details have been partly 
agreed upon, but as yet the final deal 
that will mako the three one has to be suc­ 
cessfully planned. 
Nearly all the large 
share-holders and officers favor the com­ 
bination, so do the three boards of directors. 
It only remains for the stockholders to put 
the seal of their approval on them to effoct 
one of the greatest metal combinations in 
the country, and the greatest in the West. 
The managers of the company say the 
combination will not in any sense resemble 
a trust, either in the form of its organiza­ 
tion or its workings. 
It will not attempt

W ashington, March 15.—Tho Senate 
sat with closed doors nearly all day and 
debated Mr. Gibson’s resolution for tho ap­ 
pointment of a select committee on the re­ 
lations of the United States with Mexico 
and Central America.

The friendship of Mexico was 
needed in order to uphold and maintain 
(across the Isthmus of Panama and in re­ 
spect to Central America) the Monroe doc­ 
trine, and it was quite as important to the 
autonomy and freedom of Mexico that that 
doctrine should 
t>e maintained by tho 
United States in the face of the hostile 
aggression of Germany, France, or Great 
Britain. 
After further debate Mr. Hale objected 
to further consideration of the subject and 
the Senate adjourned till Monday.

U tic a , N. Y., March lo .—Virgil Jack­ 
son was hanged here in the jail yard this 
m orning at 9:17 o’clock for the murder of 
Morton Metcalf over a year ago. 
He met death calmly, and there were no 
sensational incidents attending tho execu­ 
tion. 
He was pronounced dead in nineteen 
minutes. 
The execution was the last w hich 
will occur in this county, as the new law of 
execution by electricity is now in force. 
The crime for which Jackson was hanged 
was committed Jan. ID, 1388. 
Mr. and Mrs. Morton Metcalf lived on 
the main street of Augusta Center, their 
family consisting of two young sons. 
Mr. 
Metcalf's business took him away from 
home much of tho time and gave his wife, 
who was 29 years old, opportunity to smile 
on other men. 
The one who basked mostly 
in hor smiles was Virgil Jackson, uged 
about IO years. 
Jackson and 
Mrs. 
Metcalf 
attended 
service In the Episcopal church Sunday 
afternoon. 
A fter tho services ho walked 
homo .w ith 
the 
woman. 
When 
they 
reached a point opposite the houso Mr. 
Metcalf came out aud bogan to upbraid 
Jackson for his conduct, a t tho same time 
calling him a vile name and ordering him 
not to 1)0 seen with Mrs. Metcalf again. 
Jackson replied sharply aud a war of words 
resulted. 
Mrs. Metcalf, who Boomed to favor Jack­ 
son, said that her husband assaulted Jack­ 
son, striking and choking him. Be that as 
it may, Jackson drew a five-chambered re ­ 
volver from his hip pocket and fired at 
Metcalf three times. 
Two of tho bullets 
took effect, snaking him on the chin. 
He 
fell to the ground and died almost in­ 
stantly. 
Villagers who were callod by tho sound 
of pistol shots picked Mr. Motealf up and 
carried him into his house. 
Jackson placed the smoking revolver in 
his pocket, assisted in carrying tho victim 
into tho house, and went and gave himself 
up to tho authorities.

the expiration of the forty-eight hours. 
The Democratic white citizens of Wilcox 
held a mass meeting, which was largely 
attended, aud passed resolutions that tho 
action of the three men was not sanctioned 
by tho executive committee or the people 
of tho county, and McDuffie was brought 
before tho meeting. 
He asked if they 
would 
guarantee 
him against injury 
from tho throo men. 
Being told that 
they would not, ho left aud has not 
since been back. 
Tho m atter has become 
generally known over the State, and has 
elated tho 
Republican 
ol m ut, g they 
claiming that the incident has done* more 
for their cause in Alabama than two regi­ 
ments of armed men. 
An appeal will also 
be mado by them to tho next Congress for 
protection from such outrages. 
They also 
claim that it will givo McDuffie tho county 
of Wilcox by tho figures which ho affirms 
are correct. 
McDuffie and Turpin are still 
taking testimony, and are accompanied by 
their attorneys.

Tho Imperial government agrees to join 
tho Dominion in subsidizing a fortnightly 
steamship mail service to China and Japan 
from Victoria, B. O’.

Auckland and Australian 
ports. 
The subsidies for tho Atlantic 
and Pacific services will amount to an 
aggregate of $1,250,000 per annum. 
It is 
proposed to form a new and independent 
company to carry on both tho lines. 
It 
will not be necessary, therefore, for the 
Canadian Pacific railway company to un­ 
dertake any part of tho service, and no 
guarantee or capital will bo created for 
theso purposes. 
Opinions here strongly 
support this arrangement. 
City circles 
were somewhat alarmed at the prospect of 
tho Canadian Pacific assuming these largo 
functions, and tho present plan seems to 
meet with general approval.

The House committee on fish and game 
agreed to report a committee bill which is 
substantially the Senate judiciary commit­ 
tee’s bill.

Mig# Jessie was stolen from her parents 
in l87l by the Bauitto tribe of Indians of 
JJpTtljern Idaho, 
for thirteen years bel 
parents were unaware of her whereabouts 
and many times had given ber up for dea l. 
The matter was brought to the attention 
of the United States government and a 
search began. 
Gen. Sheridan was the 
map selected to look up the case, and 
after a protracted Investigation, in which 
the department at Washington expended 
many thousands of dollars, and rescued 
Aug. 7, 1884. 
The guide whom Gen. 
Sheridan employed during this search w as 
the famous Dosh Kensington, a great In 
dian scout and frontiersman. 
Jessie and Dosh are now in Omaha and 
have for the last three or four days been 
Estopping at 419 South Eleventh street. 
, Miss Lacombcr is a woman perhaps 26 
years of age, and although giving no evi­ 
dence of careful education is quite intel­ 
ligent and is not in any wise reticent 
about relating the history of lier captivi 
ty. 
"When she arrived at the age of thir­ 
teen one of the chiefs of the Bannittos 
decided that he would make her his wife. 
She indignantly refused, declaring that 
sho wished to go back to her parents.

The most unique and one of the must 
valuable clocks probably In this city, 
says the Philadelphia Record. 19 owned 
by Dr. T. Newton Walker. 
I he time­ 
piece originally 
cost $1,090 and w»9 
purchased in Fiance by the grandfather 
of the present owner over IOO years a.?o. 
It is a production of the latter part of 
the Louis XVI. period. 
The peculiarity 
of the style of its finish, together with the 
subject 
portrayed 
in 
its decoration, 
forms a representative type of the art 
of that age when everything that contain­ 
ed the slightest semblance to classicism 
was fashionable. 
As a work of ort it is 
in valuable as showing the growth of 
rich design during the age following the 
plainer and sterner handicraft of tho 
ages of Louis XIV. and Louis XV. 
The clock weighs nearly 150 pounds, 
and is IS inches in height nnd 15 inches 
in breadth. 
It is made of Parian marble 
and bronze, with several brass figures and 
gilt mounting. 
This work of art stands 
on four lion s paws of brass. 
The clock 
proper rests beneath a marble pediment 
having a dial of scarce six inches in 
diameter, on which 
two gilt-mounted 
brass hands rotate. 
Near the base of the 
dial are two smaller dials to mark the 
days of the week and month, and also 
the time of tides according to full, half 
and quarter moons. 
The clock-work is 
partially imbedded in the 
marble pedi­ 
ment above. 
The latter is an ingenious 
piece of workmanship. 
It is a frieze- 
l :ke affair, with representations of the 
principal deities of Grecian mythology. 
Most interesting, however, is the super­ 
structure of bronze, copper, and brass, 
which contains an historical scene from 
tile last stage of the French revolut on 
during the reign of terror. 
Tile scene is 
a subterranean prison, beautifully worked 
in bronze and copper. 
A Girondist of 
bronze has been imprisoned to die of 
starvation. 
His feet are chained toj two 
huge stones represented in brass, while 
on each of his wrists are attached 
light 
chains 
fastened to 
several 
weights. 
(Seated near, him is a bronze figure of a 
beautiful girl, his 
daughter,, who is 
allowed to see him once a day during his 
imprisonment. 
Her position is such as to infer that 
he bad just received nourishment from 
her. 
Lizards and serpents—in brass— 
are represented as creeping and crawling 
among the crevices ct the rocks out of 
which the prison is out. At the far end of 
the prison beyond the bars of a small 
window is the face of tie spy appointed 
by the prison-keepers, to ascertain how 
it is that the prisoner was able to prolong 
His life so long beyond the time 
usually 
allowed for death by starvation. 
As the 
story thus relates, the daughter gave 
sustenance to her father, to which was 
added the nourishment obtained from 
reptiles and lizards that he killed from 
time to time. 
Death by the guillotine 
followed the revelation portrayed in this 
scene.

8an Francisco oculists are excited over 
a curious case of eclipse blindness which 
afflicted Robert Winter, a young artist of 
that city. 
During the eclipse of the sun, 
on New Year’s day, says a San Francisco 
correspondent. Winter and a party of 
friends were 
walking 
near Mills col 
lege, and having no smoked glass or other 
object to view the eclipse they w*crc com­ 
pelled to use their naked eyes. 
The sun 
presented such a beautiful spectacle that 
Winter gazed at it until, dazzled by tin: 
rays, be was compelled to withdraw bi® 
eyes. 
As soon as lie could see plainly he 
again looked at tho eclipse, notwith­ 
standing tho protestations of his friend®, 
who warned him he would injure his eyes. 
When the moon had receded from the 
face of the sun Winter joked his friends 
for their alarm aud thought no more 
about the matter. 
When lie awoke the 
next morning he discovered he was to­ 
tally blind. 
A light passed in front of 
his face made no impression on his eyes 
and lie wras conscious of a slight burning 
sensation in the optic nerve. 
Dr. Barkan 
pronounces Winter’s case a curious one. 
It seems that Winter had caught the 
focus of the sun’s rays at exactly the point 
where the heat was so intense as to scorch 
some of the nerves In the mirror of the 
eye, while the delicate tissue behind the 
pupils was also seriously affected. 
Win­ 
ter’s right eve, under the care of the pliy 
ascian, is gradually recovering the faculty 
of sight, but the left eye is so seriously 
affected that there Is doubt whether lie 
will be able to use it again for months. 
Dr. Barkan says the most curious thing 
about the case is that with the aid of 
the 
most 
powerful 
instrument 
be 
possesses he has been unable to detect 
anything unusual in the appearance of 
his patient’s optics. 
The pupil of the left 
eye has been enlarged with chemicals, 
but Winter has discovered no improve­ 
ment in its sight quality.
